BOIND IN ICY FETTERS. 
L ondon, Jan. IO. — It is now the 
seventh week of the prevalence of frost 
throughout the United Kingdom, with 
no signs of abatement of the severity 
of the weather. 
From John O’Groat’s 
house to Land’s End 
the 
country 
is 
wrapped 
in 
snow, and canals 
and streets are ice-bound. Even a 
number of tidal rivers are frozen 
fast. 
For duration of the frost period 
this is the greatest winter of the 
century, and in point of severity the 
winters of 1813 and 1814 alone exceed 
it. The Thames below Richmond re­ 
mains partially frozen and is covered 
with ice floes which are impeding navi­ 
gation. 
Above Teddington 
the ice 
on 
the 
Thames 
is 
eight 
inches 
thick. 
Carriers’ 
vans 
can 
tra­ 
verse 
the 
rivers 
frozen 
sur­ 
face 
from 
Sutton 
Court 
to Ab­ 
ington. Skaters have a free stretch for 
many miles above and below Oxford. 
Numerous deaths have resulted from 
the extreme cold, several of them at the 
very gates of 
work-houses, 
where 
groups of poor people were waiting for 
shelter. 
Midland 
newspapers 
de­ 
clare 
that 
thousands 
of 
persons 
are in a condition of semi-starva­ 
tion, many laborers being compulsorily 
idle, without tires or food. 
Mayors of 
cities with the aid of loea I boards are 
directing an organized distribution of 
bread and coal and are starting relief 
kitchens, still they fail to reach a host 
of cases of distress. 
Numerous in­ 
stances occur of coroners’ inquests on 
the bodies of people found dead in bed 
where the verdict is that death resulted 
from cold and hunger. 
In every country on the continent 
there is suffering because of the severe 
weather. The coasts of Belgium, Hol­ 
land and North Germany are blocked 
with ice. 
In the Scheldt river naviga­ 
tion is pearly at a standstill on account 
of the ice. 
At the North German port 
of 
Cuxhaven 
twenty-nine 
steam­ 
ships 
are ice-bound. 
Pilots 
there 
are 
unable 
to 
communicate with 
vessels on account of the ice floes, 
thus making the harbor inaccessible. 
Several vessels were struck by im­ 
mense masses of the floating ice and 
their hulls were so badly damaged that 
the boats rapidly filled with water and 
soon went to the bottom. In every in­ 
stance their crews were saved from 
death only with great difficulty. 
A 
number of steamers are drifting help­ 
lessly between Ottendorf and Bruns- 
buttel. They have lost their anchors 
and have been considerably damaged 
by the floating ice. 
At Hamburg navigation is greatly im­ 
peded by the immense blocks of ice 
which fill the river. The board of nav­ 
igation is making every effort to keep 
the river open and ta employing three 
of the strongest tugs that could be se­ 
cured as ice-breakei*3. 
At Antwerp 10,000 workmen have 
been thrown out of employment owing 
to the unusually severe weather. The 
misery caused among the poorer classes 
in consequence is widespread and in­ 
tense. 
Dispatches from the German ports of 
Lubeok, Stettin and Winemunde all 
tell of the inaccessibility of their har­ 
bors on account of the ice, and say that 
navigation has ceased, that there is 
much snow and that no open water is 
visible. In Berlin the temperature i9 
at 16 degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 
The Harz railway is snow-blocked, and 
the mails usually conveyed by its trains 
are pow transported in sleighs. 
All Bavaria is covered with snow, 
and in the country between the Danube 
and the Alps the snow is eighteen inch- 
deep. In certain localities along the 
hine snow-drifts are piled seventeen 
feet high, threatening inundations when 
they thaw. 
In Northern Italy snow began to fall 
on Wednesday and did not cease until 
Friday. The inhabitants of that region 
are suffering acutely, such weather 
being entirely unknown to them, and it 
is feared that numbers of people have 
perished in the storm. 
A telegram from Madrid reports heavy 
snow-falls in Spain and says communi­ 
cation with all the provinces of Spain 
is difficult 
It also reports the preva­ 
lence of intensely cold weather in 
Valencia, where orange groves have 
been swept by the storm, entailing 
heavy losses to the owners. 
At Marseilles the hospitals are gorged 
with sufferers from various affections 
caused by the cold weather. 
Dock la­ 
borers there have lighted along the 
quays great fires at which to warm 
themselves during working hours. Two 
express trains bound for Trieste are 
snowed up, and 
it is 
not 
known 
whether relief has been sent to the 
passengers. 
At Klagenfurth, in Aus­ 
tria, 
a 
freight 
train 
has 
been 
buried out of sight by an avalanche. 
The bora wind continues to blow 
At Trieste the wheels of the locomo­ 
tives freeze to the rails, and the popu 
lation of the city is helpless so far as 
getting supplies is concerned. No re 
ports have been received from Alpine 
districts for two days. There are fears 
of a sudden thaw, which will flood the 
rivers. 
A violent storm, accompanied by hail 
and snow and extending a long distance 
inland, is reported from the seaport 
of Algiers, in N orth Africa. 
The 
report 
is 
coupled with 
the assur­ 
ance 
that 
nothing 
like 
such 
a 
severity of weather was ever known 
in that region before. 
Advices from 
Paris say that the Seine is blocked 
with ice near Rouen ami that the Seine 
is frozen above Lyons. Telegrams from 
Arras and Nimes say that much suffer­ 
ing is being caused at these places by 
the intensely cold weather and that a 
number of persons have been found 
frozen to death.

GOV. THAYER HO LDS TH E IFORT 
IN NEBRASKA. 


Ho W ill N ot Yield to G overnor Boyd. 
W ho Proceeds, However, to Execdte 
th e O ntles of th e Office—The Al­ 
liance C andidate Sworn In. 


M any B ills Introduced In th e Senate^ 
A m ong T hem One to A m end th e Com­ 
pulsory E ducation Law . 
S fr in g f ie i.d , 111., Jan. IO.—At the 
morning session of the Senate a meas­ 
ure was introduced to take the place of 
the present compulsory education law. 
It provides that children between the 
ages of 7 and 14 years must attend for 
at least sixteen weeks in each year 
some 
public or private day school. 
This practically concedes to the sec­ 
tarian opponents of the present law all 
that they demanded during the last 
campaign. Among other bills that were 
introduced were the following: 
To 
make the first Monday in September, 
now' known as “ Labor day,” a legal 
holiday; to provide for the placing of 
an American flag over every school 
building in the State; to compel every 
corporation to pay its employes each 
week, and to compel payment of all 
wages in money; providing for a uni­ 
form system of school text-books; mak­ 
ing the legal rate of interest 4 percent., 
and the contract rate 6 per cent. The 
Senate adjourned until 5 p. rn. Monday. 
In the House Speaker Crafts an­ 
nounced the appointment of a special 
committee on elections consisting of fif­ 
teen members—nine Democrats and six 
Republicans. 
After some unimportant 
business the House adjourned until 5 p. 
rn., Monday. 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


A NItro-Glycerin* M agazine N ear Toledo 
Blown to Pieces—No On* H a rt. 
T oledo, O., Jan. IO.—At 12:30 Friday 
the magazine of the Bradford Nitro- 
Glycerine Company, located between 
Prairie Depot and Bradner, Wood Coun­ 
ty, about twenty-five miles south of To­ 
ledo, exploded with a report th at was 
heard over a wide area and was mistaken 
everywhere for an earthquake shock. 
No one w’as in or near the magazine at 
the time, and hence no fatalities took 
place. The force of the explosion was 
so terrific that the trees over many 
acres are torn up by the roots and 
the 
ground 
is 
broken 
for 
half 
a mile on every side of the yawn­ 
ing chasm which now occupies the 
site of the magazine. The farm-houses 
in the neighboorhood had their win­ 
dows smashed. The shock was plainly 
felt 
at 
Monroe, Mich., tw|nty-foi{r 
miles north of here, and it must h&ve 
been perceptible over a circular area at 
least IOO miles in diameter.

A SURPLUS OF GOVERNORS. 
L incoln, Neb., Jan. 19.—Powers, the 
AUiance candidate, took the oath of 
office 
at 
I 
o’clock 
p. 
rn. 
F ri­ 
day, 
and 
it 
is 
said 
that 
the 
Legislature will 
recognize 
him 
as 
Governor. 
Ex-Governor Thayer still 
holds the executive office and Governor 
Boyd has taken offices in another pa,rt 
of 
the 
building. 
All 
the 
new 
State officers have been recognized ex­ 
cept the Governor. Tom Major was 
installed as Lieutenant Governor and 
president of the Senate under protest. 
Governor Boyd has the Governor's seat 
and has been recognized b f all the new 
State officers as Governor, and they wiU 
report to him. Governor Boyd will ap­ 
point and swear in a new staff and take 
command of the militia, when, it is 
stated. Company D, now on duty, will, 
under their new commander’s orders, 
retire to their barracks. 
Ex-Governor 
Thayer will then be asked to retire, 
and if he refuses it is most probable 
that Governor Boyd will put him out of 
the office by force. 
Thayer has filed a petition in the Su­ 
preme Court, alleging that Boyd is an 
allen and not eligible to the office, and 
praying that he be restrained from the 
duties 
of 
the 
office. The 
court 
has adjourned 
but as 
their opin­ 
ion 
has 
already 
been 
handed 
down, these proceedings amount to 
nothing. 
The constitution gives the 
Governor power to declare the Legis­ 
lature adjourned if he so desires. It is 
now rumored that Governor Boyd will 
adjourn the Legislature if they do not 
proceed regularly to business. 
Governor Thayer also petitioned the 
Supreme Court for a w rit of quo war­ 
ranto to determine the position of Gov­ 
ernor 'Boyd. The court answered in­ 
formally that no decision would be 
made until next Tuesday. As to the 
jurisdiction of 
the 
court Governor 
Thayer makes the following explana­ 
tion: 
□ ‘•To W h om I t M at C oncern: My position 
I* exactly this: 'There is a general conviction 
that Mr. Boyd Is not a citizen of this State; 
that, although he has lived here for many 
years, he owes allegiance to a foreign power. 
I deshe this m atter to be tested before the 
Supreme Court, for It is 
a judicial ques­ 
tion. If he is a citizen It is a very easy 
m atter for him to prove the fact. If he is 
not a citizen that fact should 
be 
estab­ 
lished. Amole 5, section 2, of the State con­ 
stitution of Nebraska is in the following 
words: ‘Persons eligible—No person shall be 
eligible to the office of Governor br Lieutenant 
Governor wh'6 shall not hate attained tjie age 
of 30 years and been for two years n e tt pre­ 
ceding his election a citizen of the Vatted 
States 
and 
of 
this 
State.’

Governor Boyd has nothing to say 
bout his case except that he knows he 
I a citizen, has been legally elected 
and qualified and intends to act at qll 
hazards. He issued a requisition for a 
prisoner to-day and performed other of­ 
ficial acts. His ‘friends claim that etep 
if Mr. Boyd was not legally naturalised 
he is a citizen of the United States be­ 
cause he was a citizen of the Territory 
of 
Nebraska, and that when 
the 
State was admitted into the Union all 
of it9 citizens were invested with full 
citiaenship. Others say that it is the 
design of Mr. Boyd to take the office 
and keep the case in the courts during 
the greater part of his term. 
Intense 
interest is felt in the situation, but all 
parties remain cool and are determined 
that there shall be no disturbance 
pending the official settlem ent of the 
controversy. 
In the House an uproar was caused 
Friday afternoon by a motion to ap­ 
point a committee to wait on the Gov­ 
ernor and ask for his message. Amend­ 
ments directing the committee to w ait 
upon Governor Thayer, Governor Boyd 
and Governor Powers were proposed in 
rapid succession, and this m atter had 
not reached a focus at the time of ad­ 
journment. 
The Legislature and Supreme Court 
are moving but slowly toward a solu­ 
tion of the difficulty, and in the mean­ 
time all kinds of conflicts of authority 
are taking place. 
The situation is 
unique and new developments of a 
more or less sensational nature are 
taking place hourly. The old Governor 
fortified himself in his office Thursday, 
sleeping there at night under guard 
of a company of m ilitia and a number of 
special officers. 
He held the fort with­ 
out opposition and Friday morning the 
board of public lands and buildings met 
and assigned Governor Boyd quarters 
in another part of the building. 
He 
immediately assumed possession, ap­ 
pointed J. G. Higgins, of Grand Island, 
private secretary and began acting as 
Governor. 
The first conflict of authority took 
place Friday afternoon when a tele- 
gram was received by a member of the 
Legislature and transm itted to Gov­ 
ernor Boyd to the effect that an Indian 
outbreak wrould take place in the north­ 
ern part of the State and asking that 
the militia now at the front be placed to 
repel an attack. Governor Boyd or­ 
dered Adjutant-General Cole to make 
preparations to check an outbreak, but 
General Cole refused to obey, saying 
that he w’ould take orders only from 
Governor Thayer. The office of Adju­ 
tant-General w'as at once declared va­ 
cant and soon afterward Governor Boyd 
appointed General Victor Vifquain to 
the position. The State forces on the 
frontier now have two commanders 
awd it is impossible to tell which they 
will obey.

Three colum ns of dense 
smoke in the north show where the 
fires are raging. 
It is said that Young- 
Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses’ 
cabin 
is 
am ong the others burned. 
Hostile 
scouts can be seen in the distance 
through powerful glasses. 
P in e R id g e , S. D ., Jan. IO.—Thurs­ 
day afternoon all the commands in 
the field were ordered to march three 
to six m iles nearer the hostiles, and 
late at night the order was put into ef­ 
fect. 
This, of course, attracted the at­ 
tention of the Indians. 
At intervals of 
tw o or three days the cordon w ill be 
drawn more tightly about the hostiles 
until they agree to come in peaceably 
or be whipped into submission. 
It 
is believed that they propose either to 
surrender and retain their arms or die 
fighting. 
This is borne out by the fact 
that the majority of those w ho have 
come in are squaws and children, who 
desire to get out of the way. 
Some 
braves come in occasionally, dom esti­ 
cate w ith the alleged friendlies and at 
the same tim e retain the hostility which 
impelled them to flee from the agency. 
The coming o f Red Cloud is variously 
interpreted and many doubt his pro­ 
fessed friendship. It is pointed out that 
he could not have stolen aw ay from the 
hostiles if they desired to keep him. 
No one can tell w hat the 
Indians 
may 
attem pt to do under cover of 
darkness 
That they have contem ­ 
plated 
and 
still 
contem plate 
an 
attack upon the agency is believed by 
many well-inform ed people. 
That they 
are only aw aiting an opportunity is 
also w ell known. 
Red Cloud is living 
in his own house in the m idst of the 
alleged friendlies. 
At a signal from 
the hostiles it is believed that he w ill 
take command of the friendlies and the 
agency 
could 
then 
be 
attacked 
from 
all 
sides. 
There 
are now 
less than 
I,OOO 
soldiers 
within a 
mile of headquarters, and before those 
stationed in the field could reach here 
great damage could be done. 
General 
Miles, as if im pressed by this fact, has 
extended the breastworks around the 
school, which will command a larger 
extent 
of 
the friendlies’ camp. 
It 
is learned that General M iles’ move 
to 
extend 
breastworks 
around the 
school-house frustrated a plan of at­ 
tack on the agency. 
The plan w as 
to have the Indian pupils, at a signal, 
overpower their teachers, whereupon 
the hostiles, aided *by the friendlies, 
were to break in upon the agency at 
this point. 
The story is w ell authenti­ 
cated 
and was 
brought to General 
M iles’ attention. He has taken the pre­ 
caution to guard against the attack. 
It has been discovered that Phillip 
Sehwenky, of K troop, a recruit from 
Jefferson barracks, whose home w as in 
Newark, N. J., was killed at Wounded 
Knee. 
Red Cloud says there are IOO 
wounded Indians am ong the hostiles 
whom L ittle Wound w ants to send to 
the agency. 
General M iles has placed 
Colonel Shafter, First Infantry, in com­ 
mand of the troops at the agency. 
Sit­ 
ting Bear and Long B ull have written 
General M iles that they purpose to 
1 come in w it11 their follow ers and be 
good Indians. 
General M iles says: “At last accounts 
the Indians were fighting among them ­ 
selves, the camp w as a p a n d e m o n iu m 
and there w as no leader am ong the hos­ 
tiles. 
The desperadoes were destroying 
their own people.” 
14 those Indians 
who belong to this agency come in, the 
others, the General thinks, w ill en­ 
deavor to get back to their own reserva­ 
tions. 
The hostile elem ent, he says, is 
composed of O gallalas from the Stand­ 
ing Rock, Cheyenne River andRosebud 
reservations. 
The troops on the other 
side are frequently skirm ishing w ith 
them. 
P o c a t e l l o , Idaho, Jan. IO.—Reports 
of any serious trouble or fears of an 
outbreak among the Indians on Fort 
Hall reservation surrounding this place 
are utterly w ithout foundation in fact, 
and w ere started by irresponsible par­ 
ties. 
A visit to Blackfoot, on the edge 
of the reservation, and at the agency 
itself, fails to reveal any just cause 
for apprehension. 
W hile the Indians 
have 
been 
dancing, 
these 
demon­ 
strations partake of the same character 
as those held every year at this tim e. 
The Indians on the reservation are Sho­ 
shones and Bannocks, the form er being 
a peaceable tribe and greatly in the 
majority. 
The Bannocks are warriors, 
but could not m uster more than seven­ 
ty-five fighting men. 
G u t h r ie , O. T ., Jan. IO.—Much ex­ 
citem ent prevails here regarding the 
present Indian outbreak. 
Grave ap­ 
prehension is felt and trouble is expect­ 
ed as soon as the disarm ing of the In­ 
dians is begun. 
Reports regarding the 
seriousness of the situation have been 
withheld by correspondents, but it is 
no 'onger a secret that trouble is imm i­ 
nent.

Senator B la cN .u .a D eclares HU B elief 
T hat th e Pres, lea t Dare Not Veto a 
Free-CoLu.ige ii ii - H ouse P roceedings. 


W a s h in g t o n Jan. IO.— In the Senate 
Friday bills were reported appropriat­ 
ing s i OO, OOO each for public buildings at 
Joliet, 111., and Rockford. 111. 
A bill 
creating the office of Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General was also reported. 
Petitions for aud against the Conger 
lard bill were presented. 
The House 
bill for the relief of Major Wham, army 
paymaster, crediting him with $38,345, 
Government funds of which he was 
robbed in Arizona in May, 1889, was re­ 
ported and passed. 
Conference reports on bills for public 
buildings at Youngstown, O., and Fort 
Dodge, la., were presented and agreed 
to. 
At 2 o’clock the finance bill was 
laid before the Senate. 
Senator Plumb 
(Ran.) gave notice of an amendment 
lim iting to $1,000 the compulsory re­ 
quirem ent of deposit of United States 
bonds for every N ational bank. 
This 
not to apply to the deposit of bonds to 
secure public m oneys in the National 
banks. 
Senator Blackburn (Ky.) addressed 
the Senate in advocacy of the free-coin- 
age am endment. 
In the course of his 
remarks he said the opponents of free 
coinage m ight rely on the veto power 
’ of the President, but that would prove 
to be a vain reliance. 
The President 
dared not furnish them w ith that veto. 
When 
the 
am endm ent 
passed 
the 
Senate 
and 
the 
House 
and 
the 
bill 
w ent 
to 
the 
President 
he dared not put his veto upon it 
unless he w as already prepared to sign 
the death-warrant of a party already 
doomed. 
But even if the President did 
veto the bill that would not save them. 
The death-knell of the present Congress, 
he thanked God, would-soon be rung, 
and then would come another Congress 
whose House of Representatives would 
give 
free 
coinage 
to 
the 
Amer­ 
ican 
people, 
even 
by 
the 
vote 
required 
by 
the 
constitution 
to 
pass it over, the President’s veto, and 
the Senate would concur in that action 
of the people’s representatives, so that 
relief to a clam oring and overburdened 
people w as now at hand w hether the 
opponents of free coinage w illed it or 
not.

Before two feet of water from the 
Madison lakes is emptied into Rock river, 
there is likely to be a very pretty fight. 
Property owners along the line of Cat­ 
fish creek, olaim that the proposed im ­ 
provement will damage their property, 
and say that they will not allow the 
change to be made if they can help it. 
The proposed scheme will reclaim a large 
trad of land; but the opposition claim 
that their property, which it will injure, 
is more valuable than that which it will 
reclaim. 
The Stoughton 
Milling Company’s 
property is among that involved, and the 
damage which the company will claim 
from the commission is very large. The 
company estimates that to relinquish the 
water power, which is an exceedingly 
fine one, and put in steam, would entail 
an extra expense of $G,000 a year. They 
therefore ask that $100,000 be paid them 
by the commissioners for the power. 
This amount put at interest at G per 
cent would refund the estimated differ­ 
ence in expenditure each year between 
water power and steam. T hey; will sell 
their plant for $190,000. 
This move bas taken the oommisioneis 
aback but they think that 
they have 
found a way to meet the difficulty with 
the expenditure of about one-twentieth 
the amount asked for by the Stoughton 
millers. 
Taking the stream below the mill they 
propose to dredge the bed until they can 
remove five feet from the top cf the dam 
at the mill and still preserve a good fall 
toward Rock river. 
The work, it is es­ 
timated, will oast about $10,000. 
This 
includes the necessary changes in the 
power house and wheel. According to 
the ideas of the commission the damage 
does not exceed $15,000, and they there­ 
fore think that the company’s demand is 
exorbitant. 
At the outlet of L ike Mendota is a 
mill that will also claim damages. 
The 
claim will probably be larger than that 
of the Stoughton company. In this case 
an agreement cannot be readily arrived 
at between the parties, and the drainage 
is likely to prove much more expo lee to 
benefitted land owners than first esti­ 
mated.
